Lemon /'ic. — One grated lomon, 
two and one-half cups of boiling wa- 
ter, one-half cup of cold water, one 
and ono half cups of sugar, three U 
blespooufuls of corn starch, and but- 
ter tho size of an egg. Put the corn 
starch in tho cold water, and stir in 
tho boiling water. This makes two 
pies. Bake with under crust. Beat 
the whites of three eggs for frosting. 

Froetbng Oake, -Take the whites 

of two Oggs and beat, them to a froth, 
thon add tho sngar by teaapoonfuls, 
when you think it is stiff enough, 
put in the flavoring and a lump of tar 
taricacid about as large as a pea, dis 
solved in cold Water. Be sure and 
not get too much or it will taste as if 
there wore too much lemon on it. 

This frosting is smooth and shiny. 
and never cracks. 

Ctpitul Oatmeal Cake*. — Work 
three parts of line oatmeal and one 
part of Hour into a still' paste with 
treacle, (golden syrup,) with the nddi 

tion of a very small quantity of hud 
and sufficient baking powder to im- 
part the desired lightnesi Bake the 
paste in the form of small, flat cakes 
much resembling the ordinal*] 
ger-nnts" of the biscuit baker. 

Curried Oyetere. — Put the liquor 
emptied from a quart of oysters into 
a saucepan, add a half cup of butter, 
two table-spoons flour, and one of cur 
ry powder, well mixed ; let boil, add 
oysters, and a little salt; boil up once 
and servo. 

Chicken 'Dean Soup. Cut up your 

chicken, and put over to cook in as 
much water as you want for your 
soup, (look about ons tea cup of beans 
in a separate vessel until they begin 
to crack open, then put them with the 
chicken ; soason with salt, butb 
pepper. 

Oyster Fritter*. — Drain off liquor, 
boil, skim, and to a cupful add a cup 
of milk, two or three eggs, salt and 
pepper, and Hour enough to make ra- 
ther a thick batter. Have hot lard or 
beef drippings ready in a kettle, drop 
the batter in it with a large spoon, 
taking up one oyster for each spo.ui 
ful. The oyster must be large and 
plump. 

Fruit Cake. — This is not only an 
excellent Cake, but is light and digest 
ible : Three OUpS of sugar, five of Hour, 
two of milk, two of butter or lard 

:;m, three I eai;poonfu!s baking 
powder, OBe of salt, one pound raisins. 
Cms half pound citron or candied lem 

on, one half pound of English our 

rants or figs; spices. This will make, 
three cakes. Bake one and one-half 
hours. 

Sugar Ginger Snap*. — One cup- 
ful of butter, two OUpfuls of sugar, 
three oggs, two largo tablespoon fuls 
of ginger and four tablespoonfuls of 
caraway seeds ; two tablespoonfuls of 
baking powder (but you must be care 
ful not to get too much of the baking 
M you .1., 1H .t want it to 
U puff uji), and flour to make it 
■tiff enough to roll out. (!uf, them in 
diamond shaped cakes and bake to a 
light, brown. They must be rolled 
out thin, and good sweet drippings or

Rich Plum Oake.— Two full quarts 
of finest flour, one pound of loaf su- 
gar, three pounds of currants, one 
pound of raisins chopped, one-quarter 
of mace and cloves, a grated 
nutmeg, peel of a lemon cut fine, half 
a pound of blanched almonds, beaten 
with rose or Orange flower water ; mix 
thoroughly, then melt, two pounds of 

butter Tu rather more than a pint of 

cream, put to it a pint of sherry, a 
glass of brandy, twelve eggs, yolks 
and whiles beaten apai I, and half a 
pint of yeast ; strain this into the dry 
clients, beat a full hour, butter 
your hoop, throw in plenty of chips of 
citron, lemon nud orange candy, as 
you put in your butter, bake moder 
atoly quick.
